CHAIRMAN’S LETTER CONTINUED 


Much of our Board business takes place at our quarterly face-to-face meetings. In addition to the typical 
lengthy open meeting and closed meeting agendas, we coordinate among meeting room locations, those that 
are making appearances in front of the Board, their attorneys and court reporters. We were scheduled to 
meet the first week of May in St. Louis and already had large agendas. As it became obvious that an in-person 
meeting was not going to be possible, the challenge became one of identifying the technology that could be 
used as a substitute and making sure the Board had not only access but were trained on how to use it. Zoom 
was selected as our platform, and because not everyone was familiar with Zoom, we had a practice run a few 
days before the meeting to work out the bugs. Staff again did a great job of retooling the agenda utilizing a 
consent agenda where appropriate, and allowing maximum time for discussion of difficult topics. 


Restrictions began to ease in time for our late July meeting, and a face-to-face meeting became possible. 
For the protection of Board Members, staff, and those making appearances, we were able to secure large 
meeting rooms that permitted social distancing. We decided that we would wear masks shortly before a mask 
requirement became mandatory in Chesterfield. Every Board Member was seated at an individual six foot 
table; and, because of the size of the room, mask utilization and the sheer separation of the group, individual 
microphones were necessary. 


Our meeting was successful, and | am happy to report that everyone remained healthy after the meeting. 


Throughout this time, we have remained active participants with our national professional organizations 
including the National Council of Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB), National Council of Examiners for 
Engineering and Surveying (NCEES) and the Council of Landscape Architectural Registration Boards (CLARB). 
The associations continue to meet and conduct their necessary business. Missouri Board Members continue 
to remain very active with those organizations, participating in virtual Annual meetings and zone or regional 
meetings. | am happy to report that our Executive Director, Judy Kempker, was recognized by NCARB for her 
30 years of service to the Council and the Missouri Board. Please see the official announcement later in this 
newsletter. 


On another note, we had to say goodbye to long-term Board Member Mike Freeman earlier this year. Mike 
served on the Professional Land Surveying Division from May 2, 2007 until January 31, 2020. | appreciate his 
dedication to the profession, the Board, and the citizens of Missouri. Mike is truly a professional and | miss 
him and his insight at our Board meetings. | will always consider him a friend. Best wishes to Mike and his 
family. 


Taking Mike’s place on the Professional Land Surveying Division is Mark Nolte who was appointed by Governor 
Mike Parson in September. | called Mark when | learned of his appointment to welcome him and answer any 
questions. We had a nice conversation and | look forward to working with him and think he will be a great 
addition to the Board.

The Board’s caseload on complaints continues to 
decrease. | would like to think that the Board’s 
outreach programs to the licensees over the past 
decade have had a lot to do with the decline. Quite 
frankly, the Board would be happy if there were no 
complaints. 


Our focus has been on keeping Missouri licensees 
informed of the most common violations of our 
statutes, rules and regulations. Our outreach 
programs have consisted of holding open quarterly 
meetings in different areas of the state, speaking at 
conferences and seminars for various organizations 
across the state, distributing pamphlets on 
the most Frequently Asked Questions, and this 
newsletter that is published twice a year. A few 
years ago, ethics violations became such a hot 
topic that several states made taking an ethics 
course mandatory for licensing or relicensing in 
their jurisdiction. Missouri did not go that far, 
but we did update the certification each licensee 
must sign off when renewing their license. The 
Certification reads as follows: 


| certify that | am familiar with the latest edition 
of the Missouri law regulating the practice of 
architecture, Missouri Revised Statutes, Chapter 
327, as well as the latest edition of the Board Rules, 
which also regulate the practice of architecture. 
The latest edition of Chapter 327, RSMo, and the 
Board Rules can be viewed at, or downloaded from, 
the Board’s website (pr.mo.gov/apelsia). / further 
certify thatlam the person named inthis application 
for renewal of license to practice architecture in 
the state of Missouri and that | have personally 
read, reviewed and answered each of these 
questions and all responses made herein are true. 


The Code of Professional Conduct for the licensed 
professionals regulated by Chapter 327, RSMo, 
is found in Missouri's Code of State Regulations 
20 CSR 2030-2.010, Chapter 2. Violation of one 


or more of the rules in Chapter 2 is often cited 
in a complaint against an architect. When a 
licensee is confronted with the accusation, it is 
not uncommon to hear the defendant say that 
they did not know they had violated the Code of 
Professional Conduct. Whenever | hear that, my 
first thought is to wonder what they were doing 
when they certified their knowledge of the rules 
on their license renewal. 


Looking back, | am reminded of an NCARB ethics 
continuing education class many years ago where 
the instructor stated that it was often found that 
people who violated their professional ethics 
standard had rationalized what they were doing 
was compliant, until they were caught. This wasn’t 
meant to say that the violator wasintentionally doing 
something wrong and went looking for a loophole 
when they were caught, although occasionally we 
do see that happen. More often, when the rule 
is read to a defendant, their reaction is that they 
did not know what the rule actually said. Most are 
able to quickly grasp where their application of the 
law in their practice went wrong because the rules 
are simply written and easy to understand. The

There is no excuse for not reading it. 


Knowing your legal obligations as an_ individual 
licensee or as the Managing Agent of a corporation 
or limited liability company is a fundamental 
duty that is well worth the time it takes to fully 
understand. Not only will you be more confident in 
what you are doing, but you will be better prepared 
to defend yourself from people trying to get you to 
do something you shouldn’t. My recommendation: 
before you renew your license, make sure to review 
and familiarize yourself with the statutes and rules. 
After all, that’s what you are certifying.

PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERING AND THE 2020 PANDEMIC 
The year 2020 will be remembered for decades as when “the world as we knew it“ was changed forever. Adapt- 
ing to those changes has been hard for some, but | believe professional engineers are well prepared to deal with 
changes in positive and direct ways. Our role in society as professional engineers is to protect the health, safety 
and welfare of the public. It is who we are and what we do every day. We have all seen the innovations occur to 
produce PPE, assemble more ventilators, develop treatments and vaccines to fight against COVID-19. Engineers 
and scientists are partners in the group of people working toward long term solutions. We will find the solutions. 


Professional engineers are also part of that category of people who are essential workers. Buildings, bridges, water 
plants, wastewater facilities still have to be designed, built and function properly. Electrical grids and communica- 
tion systems still have to work seamlessly. Transportation systems have to move people and goods across the 
country without delay. What we do as professional engineers everyday under normal circumstances must now 
continue, but under more urgency because of the dire consequences if we fail. 


There are some changes which came from dealing with the current situation which may be long lasting and time 
saving for the Engineering Division and staff at APEPLSPLA. We are becoming more proficient in virtual meetings 
and utilizing online options for reviewing applications and other correspondence with large associated files needing 
to be reviewed. Our May 2020 APEPLSPLA Quarterly Meeting was cancelled as a face-to-face meeting and done 
entirely with a virtual meeting. The Division meetings were cancelled and the agendas for the full Board meetings 
were consolidated. Consent items were reviewed early which greatly reduced the discipline and complaint cases 
we reviewed as a full Board. The one area which was postponed until the July 2020 meeting were the face-to-face 
discipline and complaint hearings, where the services of a court reporter for record keeping is required. 


We could not have been successful in this late change in plans without the dedicated and highly professional ex- 
ecutive director Judy Kempker and her staff at the Board office. All of these changes were done from home as the 
Board offices were closed during that period. 


At our July 2020 Board meeting, we met face-to-face in St. Louis. We incorporated several time saving steps we 
learned at the May meeting. Consent agendas were again used, allowing the Engineering Division to review the 
discipline and complaint files early and to consolidate them appropriately. We couldn't help but notice that the 
number of complaint cases was down to only four new cases for the quarter. Was this due to Covid-19 and people 
working from home, or a huge drop in engineering projects overall? 


The Divisions held five hearings on the first day, back-to-back, and all in the same room. This saved time by not 
moving the court reporter, Board staff and legal counsel from room to room. We expect to follow the same format 
in the future. Also, under consideration is converting most of the Division meetings to a virtual format, depending 
upon the agendas at that time. 


One part of our Board meetings that we need to solve is how to better involve you, our licensees. One reason we 
have quarterly meetings at different locations around the state is to be available to you. We always have Open

Meeting time where public comments or questions are welcome. How do we accomplish this during the current 
COVID-19 pandemic? 


One possibility is to have a concurrent online component of the Open Meeting for anyone to join as they wish. We 
would have to configure it for all four Divisions and the full Board. 


| feel that hearings need to continue as face-to-face meetings. It is only fair for a person to have legal representa- 
tion (at their option) at a meeting with the Board where they answer questions on the complaint against them and 
we determine disciplines. The flow of information face-to-face is more open and spontaneous, which | believe 
leads to a better understanding of the issues and the facts of the case before the Board. Also, there is our require- 
ment for having a court reporter taking notes and providing us with a transcript of the proceedings. 


The pandemic has also interrupted our normal interactions with NCEES. The spring zone meetings were to be a 
combined meeting with all four zones meeting together in Houston, Texas, but was cancelled. Our annual meet- 
ing has been split up into a series of virtual presentations of the business portion of NCEES, with the final virtual 
presentation on August 27, 2020. Plans for future meetings include virtual and on-site meetings at the new NCEES 
office in Greenville, South Carolina. We continue to serve on national committees and task forces in order to stay 
current with the events around the country which affect professional engineering.

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PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYING DIVISION LETTER

First, with much excitement, | would like to congratulate Mark Nolte, PLS for being appointed by Governor Par- 
son to the APEPLSPLA Board and thank him for his willingness to serve. Since Mike Freeman resigned in early 
2020, there has been a huge hole in the Division in terms of perspective, experience, dedication, and passion. 
Mr. Nolte’s longstanding reputation for being an advocate for professionalism and for continually improving the 
Land Surveying profession will strengthen the Division and the Board. 


This has been an incredibly challenging year as we have all had to adapt to COVID mandates, shut downs, politi- 
cal divisions, social justice issues, and racial divide in addition to other challenges in life. The APEPLSPLA Board 
has also been impacted and | am proud of how the staff, Chair and my fellow Board Members have adapted. 
We had our first Board Meeting via video conference call (Zoom) in May of 2020. It was weird, but we were 
able to handle the essential business of the Board. We had our first “social distanced, masked up” meeting in 
July in St. Louis. It was incredibly effective and was a perfect balance of safety first and getting our jobs done. 
We discussed topics such as responsible charge in times of telecommute. We discussed upcoming testing 
and how it would be impacted by COVID. We also discussed a number of requests to waive or relieve some of 
the continuing education required. The Professional Land Surveying Division decided back in May of 2020 to 
waive the “in-person” or “personal contact” PDU hours required for the 2020 and 2021 renewal cycles. We also 
decided NOT to make any changes to the total hours of PDUs required. We believe that continuing education 
and professional development is critical to ensuring the public welfare is protected. We also reviewed the large 
amount of content available for virtual professional development, coupled with the fact that our requirements 
span two years, and believe that our licensees should have no problem finding access to and completing the 
total hour requirement for continuing education. 


We administered our July Missouri State Specific LS exam at the Board office; however we had to cancel our 
Spring exam due to COVID, but with the help of the Department and the staff, we were able to safely hold an 
in-person State Specific exam with safe distancing and masks. Much appreciation to the examinees who strug- 
gled with uncomfortable masks and fogged up glasses but didn’t complain and each did their part to provide a 
safe testing experience. 


Lastly, we have had folks reach out to the Board in the last year regarding “consolidation surveys.” While there 
is no mention of “consolidation surveys” in the statutes or rules, we assume this refers to when a client wants 
to turn two or more parcels into one for tax purposes. The Board has been provided examples of these surveys 
with notes from the surveyor saying “no fieldwork was performed.” | want to take this opportunity to remind 
land surveyors that all surveys completed should meet the requirements listed in Board Rules 20 CSR 2030- 
16.010 through 20 CSR 2030.16.110. These regulations require record research, field investigation, monumen- 
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tation, publication of results and deliverables to the client, among other requirements. If we do a “desk” survey 
only, we are doing a disservice to the client, the public and we are not meeting the survey standards set out in the 
rules and statute. | have heard from a few folks who disagree with this who say “my client didn’t want to pay me to 
do field work, or to set monuments.......they knew what they were paying for.” While this may be true some of the 
time, most clients in this scenario believe they are getting a land survey. They called a professional land surveyor, 
they paid a professional land surveyor, and they got a signed and sealed copy of a “consolidation survey.” If there 
is a future boundary dispute, they will likely refer to and rely on their survey. Also, many of these “consolidation 
surveys” end up getting recorded as a local requirement or assessor’s office requirement to consolidate tax par- 
cels. Once these end up in public records, the public will assume they are boundary surveys. It is noble to want to 
help your client, just make sure you are protecting the public and meeting the requirements for property boundary 
surveys.

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PROFESSIONAL LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURAL 
DIVISION LETTER

2020, a year | am sure all of us will remember. Many 
changes have taken place since March, both at the 
APEPLSPLA Board and CLARB. As | am sure most 
of you are aware, the Board meeting held on May 4, 
2020 was virtual by Zoom. The meeting went well, 
thanks to Judy Kempker, Board Chair Bob Hartnett 
and the Board staff. The Board meeting on July 27th 
and 28th was held face-to-face in St. Louis and 
required a larger roomin order to accommodate the 
social distancing requirements. Once again, thanks 
to Bob Hartnett, Judy Kempker and the Board staff 
the meeting went very well. 


This year is the 50th anniversary of CLARB and 
the annual meeting was scheduled to be held in 
New York City on September 10th, 11th and 12th. 
However, as with everything else this year, those 
plans had to be changed. The meeting was held 
virtually on the 10th of September. The agenda was 
abbreviated and the virtual meeting went well and 
all necessary business and information sessions 
were covered. 


One of the topics covered during the CLARB 
annual meeting was that of remote testing (remote 
proctoring). The Board will be discussing this at 
the next Board meeting. Both CLARB and NCARB 
are looking at allowing remote testing. CLARB 
conducted a pilot program in Canada during the 
last testing cycle. Only two of the exam sections 
were utilized for the remote testing. One of the 
drivers for remote testing relates to candidates 
who are located in somewhat remote locations 
away from the testing sites found in larger urban 
areas. In addition, with the global pandemic, many 
of the exams scheduled for all professions had to 
be postponed over concerns with the spread of the 
virus. The CLARB staff had an attorney look at all of 
the licensing jurisdictions to see if there were any 
laws that might prohibit remote testing. Missouri 
was identified as one of the states which might have 
laws that would prohibit remote testing. One of the 
concerns is exam security and this as well as other 
potential problems and benefits will be discussed 
by the Board in November.

Global Pandemic. 


Who would have thought a global, deadly pandemic 
would be a topic for this newsletter? But, it is. Each 
of our personal and working lives were affected this 
year. The way we gather with our families, friends, 
and colleagues; perform paid or volunteer work; 
shop; travel; access the healthcare system; feed our 
families; and plan for our futures have all changed — 
at least for now and the next foreseeable year or two. 
History should have prepared us for the inevitability 
of a global, deadly pandemic in our lifetime — but, we 
were somehow caught off-guard and ill prepared for 
this one. We know that viruses and microbes adapt/ 
mutate and with international travel commonplace we 
must accept the reality that future global pandemics 
will occur. Moving forward we can develop the 
strategies, practices, and designs — yes, designs — 
that may be able to help advert such a monumental 
upheaval in the daily lives and livelihoods of individuals 
in future pandemics that occurred this year during this 
pandemic. 


Is There a Role for Architects, Engineers, and 
Landscape Architects? 


During the months of self-quarantine things came 
to a virtual halt for many activities and industries. 
Public health steps being taken today will lead to an 
eventual restoration of a more normal ebb and flow 
of society — whenever that may safely occur — and 
whatever that may look like. But during this public 
health crisis | realized that some of the professions 
regulated by the Board can play a part in future 
designs and planning that might help alleviate some of 
the issues that became apparent this year. My sister 
and | (both retired and thankfully did not face job loss) 
who were able to safely form a family “bubble,” have 
spent these past months of self-quarantine trying to 
keep ourselves busy, healthy, and doing what we can 


to safely support local businesses. Based strictly on 
my own experiences the following items that might be 
addressed in future projects by design professionals 
came to mind. In fact, it isn’t farfetched to say that 
design professionals should be considered part of the 
public health system in this regard. 


Architects. 


In grocery and other stores where my sister and | have 
shopped for essentials, the movement of people in/ 
out and within the facilities is an issue. In addition, 
once restaurants were able to offer customers an 
option other than curbside pickup or delivery, the 
need for covered space outside for table seating was a 
premium. Those restaurants that already had outdoor 
space have been able to safely serve more people than 
those where greatly reduced indoor seating is the only 
option. Could it be that outdoor space will be a routine 
component of restaurant design in the future? Office 
space has also received alot of attention. One example 
is the building where | worked for almost 25 years which 
was completely gutted and remodeled only a couple 
of years before the pandemic with small, connected, 
low-walled cubicles. Could it be that close, low-walled 
cubicles will no longer be part of office space design 
in the future? | have to wonder if my former employer 
is regretting that choice? For now the majority of its 
employees are still working from home; as is true for 
a great many businesses. The same issues of ingress/ 
egress and safe spacing between people is present 
with all buildings and businesses, | only mention 
stores, restaurants, and office buildings as examples. 


Engineers. 


Studies related to air flow in offices, buildings, hospitals, 
restaurants, transportation, vehicles, elevators, and 
other structures have been in the news due to the 
suspected spread of this virus through air droplets that

remain suspended in the air for a period of time. Of 
course less deadly viruses such as flu and the common 
cold can spread in a similar way. Future (or retrofitted) 
designs may need to focus on changes to heating and 
cooling systems to maximize fresh air intake, reduce or 
eliminate the recirculation of air within a structure, or 
sanitize the air before it is returned to circulation. | also 
wonder if there are products, equipment, devices, and/ 
or materials that can be developed that will serve to kill, 
repel, or otherwise diminish viruses and microbes that 
we come in contact with everyday? 


Landscape Architects. 


In the parks and open areas my sister and | have visited 
to get fresh air and limited exercise (plainly the number 
of parks we have visited is a very small sample of what 
is out there) — there were clearly not enough places to 
sit — in several cases there were none. | know keeping 
people moving is a goal, but some individuals need to 
sit more frequently and time to sit and reflect in parks 
or nature areas has a welcome mental health benefit. 
In addition, until recently, restrooms in every park were 
closed. | wonder if there is a design that can minimize 
public health risk and allow the facilities to remain open 
during a pandemic — because without those restrooms 
open — use of the parks is a wee bit uncomfortable. 


I’m certain there are many other examples where you 
— the design professionals — have already recognized 
that the design of buildings, physical structures, 
mechanical equipment, products, transportation, and 
public outdoor spaces could and should be rethought 
in light of our current pandemic to lessen issues with 
future pandemics. | write about this topic not at all as 
an expert, but only to share a few thoughts | have had 
during the pandemic as a member of the public trying 
to stay safe. 


Board-Related Meetings During the Pandemic. 


Soon after self-quarantine became the new normal, 
Board and related meetings have been handled 
differently. Since late March all Council of Landscape 
Architectural Registration Boards (CLARB), National 
Council of Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB), 
and National Council of Examiners for Engineering 
and Surveying (NCEES) meetings have been held 
remotely — including Board, Committee, and Annual 
Meetings. While on the one hand virtual meetings have 
permitted no-cost attendance by myself and other 
Board Members at these national meetings — it is just 


a fact that the dynamics of in-person meetings are far 
superior in the long-term. 


The APEPLSPLA January quarterly Board meeting 
was held in-person as customary. But, with the spread 
of the pandemic the in-person May meeting was 
cancelled and conducted remotely. The full Board dealt 
with essential business in May, but the Divisions were 
unable to meet beforehand. While the most pressing 
agenda items were handled, the meeting wasn’t 
conducive to some of the Board interactions where in- 
person dialogue is much more productive. In July, the 
Board carefully returned to an in-person meeting. The 
Board staff arranged to have the meeting facility set up 
for the full Board meeting, the Division meetings, and 
multiple appearances of licensees before the Board 
in a way where we felt relatively safe from a public- 
health perspective. Every Board Member, staff person, 
and licensee appearing before the Board had his/her 
own six foot table, own microphone, and own hand 
sanitizer. In addition everyone was required to wear a 
face covering. We will meet this way again in November 
and, even though | recognize the potential danger of 
this pandemic, | feel fairly comfortable attending the 
next in-person meeting of the Board based on the way 
staff has been able to have the meeting facility and 
equipment set up for our use. 


National Council of Architectural Registration Boards 
(NCARB) Professional Conduct Committee (PCC). 


| was appointed this past July to a second term on 
the PCC. This Committee oversees NCARB policies 
and practices regarding the standards of professional 
conduct of its Record holders and customers, and 
reviews cases that violate those policies. The NCARB 
Board has charged the Committee —- along with the 
Member Board Executives Committee — with reviewing 
the program this year and making recommendations 
to the Board for possible changes, if any. The PCC 
conducts regular meetings once each month by Zoom; 
with additional subcommittee meetings held as needed 
throughout the program year. 
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Final Thoughts From a Public Protection Perspective. 


Ensuring that there are no unnecessary barriers 
to timely licensure mobility is a reasonable and 
appropriate goal provided; however, that those 
licensure requirements enacted by legislatures 
solely to protect the public are not eliminated 
or diminished in any way. Public protection of 
residents by the states is, after all, the entire 
purpose behind licensure of individuals practicing 
any of the independent, learned professions such 
as the four licensed by the Missouri Board for 
Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional 
Land Surveyors and _ Professional Landscape 
Architects (APEPLSPLA). 


In fact, APEPLSPLA already offers a speedy 
process for granting licensure by comity. The time 
to process and verify a comity license application in 
Missouri for the vast majority of qualified applicants 
(with the possible exception of the requirement 
that candidates for a professional surveyor license 
by comity must also pass a state-administered 
surveying exam) generally takes about 14 days 
— and in many cases, comity applications are 
processed in less than a week. Fourteen days (or

less) is a reasonable amount of time considering 
how important and time consuming it can be for 
the Board to verify all necessary credential and 
background information including: education; 
training or experience; testing; licensure history; 
and safe practice (“good standing status”). Public 
protection must remain at the heart of all legislation 
seeking to amend any license or license-mobility 
requirements. 


Finally, itis important to note it is not plausible in any 
U.S. jurisdiction that 100% of candidates seeking 
licensure by comity (or universal licensing recognition 
in Arizona) will meet a state’s requirements and/ 
or have readily available and verifiable credentials. 
The time necessary for any board to review and 
act on the few applications that do not easily meet 
a state’s requirements and/or do not have readily 
available and verifiable credentials cannot — and 
should not for public protection reasons — be held 
to an arbitrarily set short turnaround timeframe. A 
delay in those few applications is an important and 
necessary firewall to protect the health and safety 
of the public from potentially unsafe or unqualified 
persons.

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LEGISLATION OPENS NEW AVENUES FOR LICENSURE

On July 6, 2020, Governor Parson signed into law House Bill 2046, which expands the requirements for licensure 
by many of the licensing boards within the Division of Professional Registration, including the Missouri Board for 
Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects. The bill 
significantly expands licensing opportunities in two areas: 1) comity licensure for individuals licensed in other juris- 
dictions, and 2) licensure for people with criminal convictions. 


Comity Licensure 


The bill amends Section 324.009, RSMo, a provision of general applicability that prescribes standards for licensure 
of applicants licensed in other states for many of the boards in the Division of Professional Registration. Prior to 
the legislation, the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Profes- 
sional Landscape Architects was exempt from the applicability of Section 324.009, but HB 2046 repealed that 
exemption. Comity applications for the four professions regulated by the Board have been governed by Section 
327.381, RSMo. 


The new language requires the Board to waive education and experience requirements for any applicant who has 
been licensed in another state, a territory of the United States, or the District of Columbia for one year or more, 
subject to certain limits. Under prior law, the Board required that the applicant show qualifications which are at 
least equivalent to the requirements for licensure in Missouri. Under the amended Section 324.009, RSMo, the 
applicant is eligible if the jurisdiction where they are licensed had some education requirements in place, and 
the jurisdiction certifies that the applicant met those standards. The educational standards no longer need to be 
equivalent to those in effect in Missouri. For instance, Missouri does not accept engineering technology degrees 
as “engineering degrees” required for licensure as a professional engineer (see 20 CSR 2030-5.080(5)), but many 
states do. The Board is now required to grant comity licenses to individuals licensed in another state based on an 
engineering technology degree, which would not be granted for a person applying for original licensure under Sec- 
tion 327.221 or 327.392, RSMo. 


The statute permits licensing agencies who administer a state-specific examination to require comity applicants 
to pass that test. The Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors, and Pro- 
fessional Landscape Architects requires applicants to pass a test showing familiarity with Missouri law. 


The Board is allowed six months to determine whether the applicant qualifies for comity licensure. The Board may 
decline to waive educational or experience standards if an applicant: 


e Has had a license revoked by an oversight body (not necessarily the one relied upon); 


e Is currently under investigation or has pending complaints;

e Has a disqualifying criminal record; or, 


¢ Does not hold a license currently active and in good standing with the state relied on at the date of ap- 
plication. 


Section 327.381, RSMo, was not repealed, so two paths to comity licensure remain open. Persons who do not 
qualify under one of these paths may still be able to obtain licensure through the other. For instance, an applicant 
who holds a degree deemed acceptable by the Missouri Board, but who has not yet been licensed for one year in 
another jurisdiction, would not be eligible to apply for waiver under Section 324.009, RSMo, but could immediately 
seek comity licensure under Section 327.381, RSMo. 


Fresh Start Act 


The second major provision of the new legislation is a series of amendments to Sections 324.012, RSMo, and 
327.441.2(2), RSMo, entitled the “Fresh Start Act of 2020.” The intent of these amendments is to expand the op- 
portunities of people who have been convicted of crimes to obtain licensure once they have completed their sen- 
tences. 


The legislation sets limits on the extent to which many of the licensing agencies under the Division of Professional 
Registration, including the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and 
Professional Landscape Architects, can deny or discipline licenses based on criminal convictions or pleas. 


The core principle of the Fresh Start Act is set forth in Section 324.012.3, RSMo, which states: 


[Bleginning January 1, 2021, no person shall be disqualified by a state licensing authority from pursuing, 
practicing, or engaging in any occupation for which a license is required solely or in part because of a prior 
conviction of a crime in this state or another state, unless the criminal conviction directly relates to the 
duties and responsibilities for the licensed occupation as set forth in this section or is violent or sexual in 
nature. 


Section 324.012.4, RSMo, specifies “related” offenses which the Board may rely upon to deny or discipline a li- 
cense. They include: 


1. Murder or dangerous felonies under Section 556.061(19), RSMo; 

Sexual offenses such as rape, sodomy, and child molestation; 

Family offenses including incest, abandonment, abuse, sexual performance, and trafficking; 
Offenses involving child pornography; 


Offenses of delivery of a controlled substance; or,

Offenses in which fraud is an essential element. 


These offenses are only considered related to the duties and responsibilities of the licensed profession for four 
years after the applicant is released from incarceration. The legislation leaves unanswered how this time limit will 
apply to offenses that do not result in incarceration, or where incarceration is stayed by probation or parole. 


If an applicant has a record of a crime considered related to the duties and responsibilities of the profession, the li- 
censing agency is required to consider several factors in determining whether the license may be denied or granted 
on probation, including: 


(a) The nature and seriousness of the crime for which the individual was convicted;

(b) The passage of time since the commission of the crime; 


(c) The relationship of the crime to the ability, capacity, and fitness required to perform the duties and dis- 
charge the responsibilities of the occupation; and 


(d) Any evidence of rehabilitation or treatment undertaken by the individual that might be mitigating. 


The amendments also provide that a person with a record of a crime who is considering an application may file a 
petition seeking a predetermination of his or her eligibility for licensure. The Board is required to issue a binding 
determination of eligibility within thirty days after its next meeting. 


The legislation also amended Section 327.441.2(2), RSMo, the section that gives the Board authority to impose 
discipline on existing license for criminal convictions. The new language makes it clear that the Board may only 
discipline licenses for crimes which are covered under Section 324.312, RSMo. The Board still has the authority to 
discipline persons who have entered pleas for which they are not sentenced to incarceration. 


The Fresh Start Act leaves many questions unanswered, which may become clear once the courts and the Admin- 
istrative Hearing Commission decide cases raising situations unresolved by the legislation. 


Continuing Education Limitation 


Section 324.035.1, RSMo, provides that no board within the Division of Professional Registration may utilize oc- 
cupational fees or any other fees associated with licensing requirements to offer continuing education classes. 
Section 324.035.2, RSMo, clarifies that this prohibition does not prevent boards from using funds to participate in 
conferences, seminars, or other outreach for the purpose of communicating information to licensees with respect 
to changes in policy, law, or regulations. The Board does not offer any continuing education programs at this time, 
except to grant small continuing education credits to licensees who attend its open houses and other public func- 
tions. It is not clear whether its ability to offer such credits will be affected. 


Chapter 327 Amendments 


The legislation also makes some changes to Chapter 327 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri; the chapter that 
empowers the Board and regulates the occupations it oversees. The four sections specifying qualifications for ap- 
plicants to the four professions regulated by the Board, as well as the comity provision of Section 327.381, RSMo, 
were amended to remove a provision requiring that the Board find applicants to be “of good moral character.” 


In addition, as mentioned above, Section 327.441.2, RSMo, was amended to conform the grounds for discipline on 
the basis of criminal convictions to the provisions of the Fresh Start Act. 
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CAUSES FOR DISCIPLINE UNDER 
CHAPTER 327, RSMO — PART 3 
CRIMINAL CONVICTIONS

In the newsletters for Fall-Winter 2019 and Spring-Summer 2020, | discussed the grounds that give the Board 
cause to discipline or deny licenses under Section 327.441.2, RSMo. The Board also has the power to impose disci- 
pline when a licensee is convicted of or pleads guilty to a criminal offense. 


As | noted in the Fall-Winter 2019 issue, Section 327.441.2(2), RSMo, permits the Board to impose discipline when 
a licensee pleads guilty to or is convicted of certain offenses, regardless of the grading of the offense or whether 
sentence has been imposed. 


This section was significantly amended when the Governor signed into law House Bill 2046 on July 6, 2020. Prior 
to that legislation, this section authorized discipline “for any offense reasonably related to the qualifications, func- 
tions or duties of any profession licensed or regulated under this chapter, for any offense an essential element of 
which is fraud, dishonesty or an act of violence, or for any offense involving moral turpitude.” The bill amended this 
section to provide that it only applies to crimes “directly related to the duties and responsibilities of the occupa- 
tion.” Applicable offenses are defined in Section 324.012, RSMo, a section of the Fresh Start Act of 2020. 


When proceeding under this ground, the Board is required to take the matter before the Administrative Hearing 
Commission for a determination of the existence of cause for discipline, after which it may hold a disciplinary hear- 
ing. 


If the offense is a felony of any type, the Board has another option. Section 327.442, RSMo, provides the Board with 
authority to hold a hearing and impose discipline upon proof that a licensee has been found guilty of or pled guilty 
to any felony “reasonably related to the qualifications, functions, or duties of a licensee pursuant to this chapter 
or any felony offense, an essential element of which is fraud, dishonesty, or an act of violence, or for any felony of- 
fense involving moral turpitude.” 


When proceeding on a felony conviction under Section 327.442, RSMo, the Board does not follow the two-stage 
proceeding required under Section 327.441.2(2), RSMo, but holds a single hearing to determine discipline based 
on the conviction. The licensee is not permitted to dispute the facts that led to the conviction, but may present 
mitigating evidence that is relevant to what discipline should be imposed. 


This procedure can begin upon conclusion of “final trial proceedings,” and does not require that the individual have 
been sentenced, nor is it abated during the pendency of appeals. 


The language in Section 324.012, RSMo, employs a concept new to the law of professional discipline in Missouri, 
speaking of certain offenses as “disqualifying offenses.” Under prior law, no offense was necessarily disqualifying. 
Rather, the conviction of a crime provided cause for discipline, which could be grounds to deny or revoke a license 
in extreme cases, but which often resulted in lesser discipline such as probation, censure, or other actions which 
allowed the applicant to perform a profession under licensure limited in some way. It is uncertain at this point 
whether this distinction will make a substantial difference in the way criminal convictions are handled.

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IMPORTANT INFORMATION 


REGARDING THE RENEWAL OF YOUR LICENSE 


If you were originally licensed in an EVEN year, you are due to renew your license by December 31st of this year. 


Based on renewal statistics collected over the past several years, it has been documented that approximately 90% of our 
licensees had renewed their license online. Therefore, in an ongoing effort to keep your renewal fee one of the lowest in 
the nation and to expedite the renewal process, the Board opted to send its renewal notices electronically to all licensees 
eligible for online renewal to their email address of record. The first notice was sent around the first part of October, the 
second around the first part of November, and a third will be sent around the first part of December. A paper renewal was 
sent around the first part of October to individuals not eligible for online renewal. A paper renewal will also be sent to ALL 
individuals who have not yet renewed by December 10th as an additional courtesy reminder. 


The “Renewal Notice” provides a PIN number along with instructions on how to renew your license via the Board’s online 
renewal feature. By renewing online, you are provided with immediate confirmation that your license renewal has been 
received. It also allows you to pay your renewal fee with a major credit card. Both individuals and corporations can renew 
online. 


Although we strongly encourage you to renew your license online, we realize not everyone has that capability nor is the 
online renewal feature available for everyone. Online renewals are not available for the following licensees: 

e Licensees wishing to change their license status from active to inactive. 

e Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to return to an active status. 

e Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to remain inactive. 

e Licensees renewing after 11:59 p.m. central standard time on December 31, 2020. 


These licensees must complete and submit the paper renewal application. 
In closing, we kindly remind you of the following: 


Renewal notices are sent as a courtesy to all licensees. 


e The renewal notice is sent to your email/mailing address of record on file at the Board office. If you move or change 
email addresses, it is your responsibility to notify the Board office of your new contact information promptly so 
that we can update your record. 

e The Board cannot be responsible for misplaced or mishandled mail. 

e Failure to receive a notice for renewal of a license or certificate of authority does not relieve the licensee or 
certificate holder from their duty to timely renew, nor does it relieve them from the obligation to pay any additional 
fee(s) necessitated by any late renewal. 

e If the Managing Agent for a corporation or LLC is also due to renew by December 31, 2020, he/she must 
renew his/her individual license before the certificate of authority for the corporation or LLC can be renewed. 


It is the licensee’s responsibility to ensure that the renewal application is completed and submitted in a timely manner. 
The renewal period will end on December 31, 2020. A licensee who fails to renew his/her license by the renewal date shall 
not practice in Missouri. Licensees practicing in Missouri without a renewed license are subject to disciplinary action by 
the Board. 
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If you are not sure when your license expires, you can either call the Board office, visit the Board’s Web site and click 
on “Licensee Search” via https://pr.mo.gov/apelsla-change.asp, or look at the 5 x 7 certificate sent the last time you 
renewed------- it will display your expiration date. 


NOTE: Section 324.010 — No Delinquent Taxes, Condition for Renewal of Certain Professional Licenses 


All persons and business entities renewing a license with the Division of Professional Registration are required to have paid all state income 
taxes and also are required to have filed all necessary state income tax returns for the preceding three years. If you have failed to pay your 
taxes or have failed to file your tax returns, your license will be subject to Immediate suspension within 9O days of being notified by th 
Missouri Department of Revenue of any delinquency or failure to file. If your license is suspended for state income tax, you must stop 
practicing immediately and you cannot return to practice until your license is active again. If you have any questions, you may contact the 
Department of Revenue at 573-751-7200.
